Pray for it, knowing that God is indeed Creator and 
Lord of all things, contrary to what a small group of hate-crazed atheists might choose to stridently, and even in the most 
ghastly manner, proclaim.

In recent weeks Catholics around the world have been appalled by the appearance of a number of videos on YouTube's website, attacking 
Catholics and their faith in the most obscene manner conceivable. As you may know. Catholics hold that the consecrated Bread and Wine 
of the Holy Eucharist is sacramentally the Body, Blood, Soul and Divinity of Jesus Christ. Nothing is more sacred to them than the 
Eucharist, constituting as it does the very Source, Centre and Summit of their spiritual lives. Some, who do not share this faith, 
understandably respond with reactions ranging from disbelief and skepticism to downright ridicule. That is their unquestionable right. 

However, one Canadian youth, in an ill-conceived move to cause the greatest possible offence to people of faith, has recently begun to 
post videos to YouTube, displaying gross acts of abuse against what is held as most sacred by over a billion people. He has filmed himself 
flushing the Eucharist down the toilet, shooting it with a nail gun, and feeding it to an animal, along with other similar acts of desecration. 
Under the pseudonym of "fsmdude" he is posting these videos to YouTube, in defiance of every norm of civility and reasonable social 
tolerance. The comments accompanying these videos comprise, in large part, of vitriolic abuse against all Catholics and their beliefs, 
replete with choice epithets. This is tantamount to emotional violence on people of faith; children discovering these videos are being 
traumatized, given their simple love for their God. I trust you will agree that to facilitate such unprovoked and unwarranted public attacks on 
the very central tenets of anyone's spiritual life would constitute neither sound corporate policy nor laudable corporate ethics. 

YouTube's own (commendable) Community Guidelines read, in part: "We encourage free speech and defend everyone's right to express 
unpopular points of view.
